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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE FEL- 
LOWSHIP IN MEDIAEVAL AND RENAISSANCE 
ARCHAEOLOGY

sance Archaeology, as authorized by the Council, has enlarged 
its membership, and it now consists of the following members:

The Committee appointed as Fellow for 1905-06, Mr. 
Herbert E. Everett, Assistant Professor of Design in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and he was adopted as a Fellow of 
the American School of Classical Studies in Rome. During his 
year in Rome, Mr. Everett devoted his energies to the study 
of Italian Painting. His investigations led to the discovery of 
many interesting facts concerning Antoniazzo, one of the very 
few Italian painters native to Rome in the fifteenth centur}'. 
His thesis entitled " Antoniazzo Romano " will be published 
soon. Since his appointment to this Fellowship Mr. Everett 
has been made Professor of the History of Art in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, with the task of founding a new 
department. 
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The Committee also raised $325 for lectures on Mediaeval 
or Renaissance Archaeology in the School in Rome. Short 
courses of lectures were given in Italian toward the end of the 
year by Professor Venturi of the University of Rome on Italian 
Painting of the thirteenth century, and by Professor Ricci of 
the Uffizi Museum on Correggio. 

The Director of the American School in Rome has secured 
as a loan an important collection of books and drawings which 
are of special value to this department.
